‘The fish ar- 
ticles are the most in demand, we have no stock oa 
hand, and arrivals do not satisfy the great consumption 
that is made, Flour once more is looking up. Sales of 
good fresh have been readi!y effected at $18, and 
speculators are eager to purchase; th@yaantity on hand 
daily decriases rapidly, as no import can be noted. 
Pork, both Prime and Mess, are improving and no doubt 
very shortly must command high prices, ae weil as to- 
bacco, lard and butter, as our asual supplies of these 
provisions are generally derived from New Orleans, 
and this season we have only had two arrivals from that 
port, and no more are expected. This circumstance, 
wuich is very uvusual, will no doabt operate forcibly on 
the market until the Fall; an} New Orleans produce, 
until that period, nrust be scarce and at high prices.

FROM HAVRE. 

The ship Montgomery, arrived at New-York, 
from Havre, whente she sailed. on the 10th of 
May, has brought Paris papers to the 8th of 
May inclusive. . 

hese papers contain some details of the dis- 
turbances which have taken place in several of 
the departments. The most serious took place 
at Montmorillon and at Nevers, when large 
mobs, of whom a large proportion were «omea, 
stopped the grain carts.

Ow the 17th of May the French Minister of 
Marine opened his budget in the Chamber of 
Deputies. By the budget of 1827 and 1828, he 
observed the French navy was fixed at 126 ves- 
sels. It was afterwards increased to178, in con- 
sequence of the blockade of Algiers and the 
treaty of the 6th of July. The expedition to 
the Morea, the blockade of Algiers, the pursuit 
of pirates, the sending a fieet to Brazil, the sup- 
pression of the slave trade, and other political 
considerations, had rendered it necessary to add 
27 vessels more to the navy, of which 7 were 
ships of the lineand 17 frigates. Of course these 
augmentations of the navy, and the expeditions 
in which the vessels were employed, must have 
made extraordinary expenses necessary. Bills 
for supplemenial appropriations for liquidating 
the unanticipated expenses of the past year were 
then introduced, Theo ition censured some 
of the expenditures as wasteful, but the ministers 
obtained large majorities. ‘Vhe following are 
some of the items to which the French Minister 
of Marine referred in his speech as necessary to 
be provided for:— 4 
Repairs of vessels at Navarino, 
Advance for five frigates, to be finished

Charters of merchant vessels used for

And for the deliverance of Greece 4,950,800f

He 
was personally known to the Honourable Mem- 
ber, and it is genorally supposed that he commit- 
ted this to gratify private revenge; but the ground 
of his animosity is unknown. M. C, de Lafay- 
ette was a worthy, inoffensive man; his opinions 
as Deputy were known only by the place which 
he occypied or the right of the Chamber, It 
seems that Plagniol had premeditated his crime, 
and the suicide which followed it, with atrocious 
resolutiog. In the morning he put six letters in 
the post, and he was seen prowling about in the

Extract of a letter of the 22d ult. from Lis- 
bon—*‘ It appears from the last despatches re- 
ceived from Don Pedro, that Don Miguel must 
descend to the rank of Regent. Soine of the 
Powers have determined not to give up this 
point, and the energetic manner in which the 
Emperor has recommended them to defend the 
legitimate righis of his daughter, has produced 
the effect which the Emperor expected. The 
Apostolical party in Spain, who have learned 
this decision, have come forward to offer to 
Don Miguel their support to resist all Europe, if 
necessary. The Usurper has also been informed 
that M. d’Acosta, new Spanish Minister in 
Portugal, will shortly arrive at Lisbon. This 
Envoy is instructed to announce to Don Miguel 
that in case of a reverse, be and his mother may 
reckon upon an asylum in Spain. We havo 
even some statesinen who entertain the hope 
that in the event of a crisis Portugal may be 
united to Spain.” 

Letters of the 8th ult. from Corfu, announce, 
that the Greeks having made themselves masters 
of the castle that defends the Gulf of Lepanto, 
on the side of Western Greece, the fortress of 
Lepanto, which was in possession of the Turks, 
was treating for its surrender. ‘ The Greeks 
are at present,’’ says the letters, ‘* masters of 
nearly all the country lying between the Gulf of 
Arta, near Corfu, and the Gulf of Volo, in the 
Archipelago. Along this line there are no im- 
portant points except Missolonghi, Lavadia, and 
Athens. The ‘Turk: who occupy them will be 
unablé to maintain their ground neg on account 
of the want of provisions, and the difficulty of 
receiving succuur. Thus the Greeks will, ere 
long, have made the conquest of the countries 
destined to form a part of the new State of 
Greece, im pursuance of the late resolutions of 
the Allied Powers. The tract of country com- 
prebended between the Isthmus of Corinth and 
the line of ‘Volo and Arta is of an extent nearly 

ual to the whole of the Peloponnesus, to 
which it was at first intended to confine free 
Greece.””

ANOTHER BATTLE IN THE EAST. 
The St. Petersburgh Journal, of April 20, gives 
the following account of another brilliant vioto- 
ry gained by Gen. Paskewitsch over the Turks 
in, Asiatic Turkey :— 

St. Peteraburgh, April 20.—By means ofa 
report dated March 15, Adjutant General Count 
Paskewitsch, of Erivan, has forwarded to his 
Majesty the following details of another victory 
gained over the Turks:— 

Major-General Hesse, who had received or- 
ders to concentrate his division in Guriel, receiv- 
ed information that the Turks had shown them- 
selves in considerable force on the boundary of 
Kabulet, so as to keep the neighbouring villages 
of Guriel in a constant state of alarm. It had 
been ascertained that Kaya-Oglu, tiie Pacha of 
Trapezunt, had advanced at the head of 3,000 
men, and had received further reinforcements 
to the extent of 5,000 men from Batum, Kabulet, 
Tshanetes, Tshakroy; that he had. formed an 
entrenched camp oa the banks of the lake situ- 
ated between Kintrishi and the fortress of St. 
Nicholas; had erected other works upon the 
narrow pass between the forest and the lake, 
and had it in contemplation to attack our divi- 
sion, and make himself master of Guriel, as 
soon as he should be joined by a reinforcement 
of 10,000 men, which was daily expected from 
Trapezunt. Major-General Hesse immediately 
resolved upon anticipating the enemy. 

On the 5th of March the General proceeded 
with a battalion of the Mingrelia regiment of in- 
fantry, three companies of the 44th rifle regiment, 
in all 1,216 men, with 4 light field pieces and 
two howitzers, together with 1,315 of the Guriel 
militia, across the river Natonebi, and advanced 
along the sea shore, directing the militia to take 
the upper road through the forest. Three wersts

LATE FROM CONSTANTINOPLE. 
The Augsburgh Gfzette contains the follow- 
| ing intelligence of the 12th of April from Con- 
stantinople:— 

A Tartar, sent off from Teberan by the Bri- 
tish Charge d’Affaires, has brought intelligence 
that the Russian Embassy, and all the Russians 
who were in Persia, have been massacred, and 
the Schah himself is in danger if he does not 
suspend the payment of the war contribution to 
Russia. Ali the foreigners at Teheran are ia 
dread, and the English Charge d*Affaires has 
addressed to the Persian Government a note, in 
which he declares that he shall consider it respon- 
sible for any act of violence that may be exercised 
against British subjects; and at the same time 
demands the punishment of those persons who 
are guilty of the maszacre of the Russians. The 
Jatter point it would be very difficult to accom- 
plisb, as the whole nation took part in the mas- 
sacre. Operations have commenced on the 
Danabe, aud the Turks have assumed the offen- 
, sive. Hilvody actions have taken place between 
the Russians and the garrisons of Silistria, and 
Giurgewo, which hav€ issued in the loss of men 
on both sides. Vise Grand Seignior is only 
waiting the arrival of subsistences froin Smyrna 
to set out fur Adrianople. Ten thousand Asiat- 
ics recently paseed through the capital on their 
way to Routschouk. The Grand Vizier has ar- 
rived at Choumla.— Postscript. We this mo- 
ment learn that a great quantity of subsistences 
arrived from Gallipoli, is distributing-to the dif- 
ferent quarters. 

According to private accounts from St. Pe- 
tersburg, the lady of the Ruasian Ambassador 
in Persia was still at Taurie, with some officer 
of the Embassy, at the time the catastrophe 
took place at Teheran, by which means she for- 
tunetely escaped the carnage. 

{Tauris is situated at the north-east frontiers 
of Persia, several hundred miles distant from 
Teheran, which lies south-west of Tauris.] 

Turkish Frontiers, Ipril 8.—All the accounts 
from Constantinople speak of the dreadful state 
of alarm of the Christian inhabitants of the ca- 
pital. Day and night they fear seme ebullition 
of Mahomedan fanaticism, When a courier ar- 
rives tho fears of the Christians are general; 
for, should any disaster befal the great Turkish 
army, the lives and property of the Christians 
would be in the greatest danger, notwithstand- 
ing the protection of tiie Government. The fine 
country houses on the banks of the Bosphorus 
are ull deseried; the rich foreigners, and even 
the Jewish merchants, have, for the most part, 
returned to Smyrna. It is very seldom that a 
Christian ventures to go from Pera and the 
other suburbs to Constantinople, properly so 
called, where the Mollahs, Cadi, and Dervises, 
have so inflamed the f:naticiem of the Mussul- 
mans, that a trifling circumstance would be suf- 
ficient to lead to the murder of a Christian, no 
matter of what nation; and the increasing want 
of provisions naturally increases the exaspera- 
tion of the Mussulmans.—Endeavors are made 
to encourage them with the hope of the cara- 
vans from Smyrna, and a large supply of corn 
and rice from Egypt. The latter, it is said, 
will be brought here in part by English ships; 
but it will hardly escape the vigilance of the 
,Russian blockading squadron. The Bairam is 
looked for with impatience. To prevent any 
disturbances, the Sultan, as we hear, will not 
have it celebrated with the usual pomp, but only 
‘by extraordinary prayers. 

Four days afterwards, (April 11,) he will go, 
it is further reported, with the chief members of 
the Divan to Adrianople, where Redschid al- 
ready is encamped with 50,000 men. It seems 
that Shumla will be again the point of union of 
the main force, and the most vigorous resist- 
ance may be expected. 


From the Constitutionel. 

ConsTANTINOPLE (Pera) April 2.—(Ex- 
tracts froma Private Letter.)—For three days 
we have been almost destitute of provisions, — 
The Turks do not allow the Frank merchants 
to bring us any. The small qaantity that reaches 
us we receive from Bumkdere. It seems there 
have been great disturbances at Galata amongst 
the storekeepers and ‘Turkish sailors. It is said 
that the grand Seignior has ordered the princi- 
pal mutineers to be exccated. It is supposed that 
the famous Sandjack-Scheriff, or the Standard 
of Mabeomed, will be carried to-morrow to the 
Imperial mosque of Sultan Achmet, to announce 
to the faithful Mussulmans the day of the Grand 
Seigniori's departure for Adrianople; and it is 
thought that Mahomed will set out on the 10th, 
accompanied by the Imperial troops, and pse- 
ceded, as well as followed, by a numerous body 
of fanatical volunteers; almost all of whom have 
made the campaigns of 1809 and 1810 against 
the Russian army before Shumla. At Pera a re- 
port had been circulated that the Turks had ex- 
perienced great losses in the vicinity of Varna 
and Silistria. It was yesterday announced at 
Constantinople that the Turkish troops encamp- 
ed near Rudschuck had advanced towards Gi- 
urgevo. The best informed individuals think 
that the Russians will not attempt to take Shum- 
la, but that, after investing that fortress on all 
sides, they will leave a corps of reserve there, 
and that the main body of the army will march 
upon Constantinople. It ia quite certain that 
the Russians will meet at the Balkan, the strong- 
est, the most obstinate, and most formidable 
resistance. The pagsages of these craggy moun- 
tains are intrusted to the Turkish cavalry cal- 
led Spahis. A list of fresh favours is published 
at Constantinople, which the Grand Seignior 
promises to that already privileged cavalry af- 
ter the victory It is reported that these several 
corps amounted to upwards of 3),000 men. It 
cannot be comprehended here \. hy the Russians | 
display no more activity in their military ope- 
rations. Some say that the inundation of the 
Danube has counteracted their plans; and 
others that the Russian Ministry rejies muci: on 
the scarcity of provisions which they expect to 
see soon in ‘Surkey. If this be their calculation 
they are mistaken; for our English residents at 
Pera have assured us that supplies will not be 
wanting; and that if, for the present moment 
some suffering prevail in this respect, there will 
shortly arrive, both at Constantinople and 
amongst the army, an abundance of provisions, 
and of every necessary to preserve tranquility.

The same journal says that the chamber of 
deputies presented an afflicting spectacle at the 
sitting on the 7th of May, when three men, who 
had solicited from strangers in 1815 the expul- 
sion of the Bourbons, had appeared boldly ap- 
plauding themselves for what they had done; the 
ministers remaining silent in their seats during 
the whole scene; while M. de Lafayette was 
eulogising the Cortes and speaking abusively of 
a prince of the house of Bourbon.

The French 
army had never been more respectable nor more 
respected than at the present moment, which 
advantage was to be attributed to the orders 
given by a generous King. The navy had done 
every thing it was possible to do; and it was only 
just to say, that it had been nobly seconded by 
the allied fleets. The Minister then entered into 
the details of the expenses, and concluded by 
declining the bill of indemnity offered by an Hon. 
Deputy, and observing that Greece saved, was 
the bill of indemnity for Ministers. 

M. Charles Dupin said that the estimates of 
these expenses ought to have been laid before 
the Chamber last session. The situation of 
France did not, in his opinion, require 200 ves- 
sels. England had only 150 armed vessels; but 
she employed her resources in preparing a for- 
midable navy for a time of war. It was asto- 
nishing that the Algiers expedition should cost 
so much, when two regiments would have suf- 
ficed for the conquest of that country. The ex- 
pedition to Brazil did honour to Admiral Roussin 
and the men under his command; but the vessels 
in those scas might have been employed, instead 
of a special expedition. Notwithstanding that 
the Morea expedition was terminated, and the 
evacuation of Cadiz complete, a fresh grant of 
80 millions was asked for 1829. A great waste 
| was occasioned by officers of rank being ap- 
pointed to inferior posts, because they received 
pay, not according to their post, but according 
to their rank. Economy was not observed in 
the manning nor building of ships. In their 
construction, brass was employed instead of iron, 
marble instead of wood, and gilding instead of 
painting. 

The Minisier of the Marine replied that Eng- 
land had more than 600 vessels afloat or in 
construction. A complaint had been made that 
France was building steam vessels, whilst Eng- 
land was not. The fact was that France had 
only 9 steamers, whereas England had upwards 
of 400. Besides, England had no necessity im- 
posed o@ her of augmenting the number of her 
vessels. She had no expedition to send to Bra- 
2zil; she had not to evacuate Cadiz,—in short, 
she bad no want of an extra number of vessels. 
As to the officers of the French Navy, their 
number ws not in proportion to that of England 
or the United States, which was an economical 
nation. Officers were not only wanted for the 
vessels, but for the ports, the colonies, and a 
reserve. 

M. Devergier de Haurenne, considered that 
such great sacrifices being made for the war 
with Algiers, the reasons which rendered the 
war necessary, ought to be made known to the 
Chamber. If it could be done, with honour, the 
earliest opportunity of putting an end to this 
war should be embraced. The expedition to 
Brazil was necessary. It was highly desirable 
that consular agents should be sent to South 
America for the protection of commerce. 

The Keeper of the Seals entered into a vindi- 

tion of the Government, with regard to the 
war with Algiers. The French Consul had re- 
ceived an affront, for which satisfaction ought 
to be obtained. An attack had been thought 
of, but the bombardment of Algiers was not an 
easy affair, for since Lord Exmouth’s expedition, 
the environs of that place had been strongly for- 
tifed and mounted with cannon. With respect 
to South America, Consuls had been sent to 
those states which presented guarantees; but the 
establishment of relations with countries reat by 
revolutions, vas attended with many difficulties.

Foster, of the Portrait, from Wilmington, when 
on the Bahama Banks, near the Berry Islands, 
saw a suspicious looking vessel, which kept re- 
connoitering near him all day; and as she show- 
ed no colours, he became alarmed, supposin 
her to be a pirate, and took’to the bvat with 
all hands except his son, (a boy) who saying he 
had no fear of the pirates, refused to accompany 
them, and made for a large brig in sight. About 
dark, the Commander of the M. boarded the 
Portrait, and seeing no person on board, he'pro- 
cured a light, and looking down in the hold, 
found the boy, who had secreted himself among 
the lumber. He called to him, saying, ‘* come 
out my boy, we are friends.”’—The boy bearing 
him speak English, came up from his hiding 
place, and found it was the Lieutenant of the 
same schr. which had so alarmed his father, and 
all hands except himself.
